The caSe of I'nltcd States vs. II. K. 
I'ogue Distillery tympany which has 
attracted considerable intiTusl was 
called for trial at 1 o'clo(:l< on I'"rldiiy 
at the B^deral building In Lexl-igtjn, 
Ky. The Government wa-* reprrscnted 
by Federal Prosecutor Slelds, and the 
detudant by Hon. Allan O. Col^. The 
oaia Involvad not only Important ques- 
tlona of procedure, but alao tha vital 
quaatlon of taking away from tho cltl- 
len his property add ttia liberty with- 
out due process of law. 

Tlie defendant's first contention was 
that there was no proof In the rpse 
that ten day's notice cf the ori^'nal 
hearing had been given pr'or thereto 
as required by the statute; and that 
therefore, non-compliance with this 
mandatory provision ' rendered pro- 
ceedings under the citation Illegal. 

Second, that although tha Prohibt 
tlon Director has the right to issue a 
citation and conduct a trial thereun 
der, he has no right under the statute 
In his citation to designate any one 
else to try the case; and that, there- 
fore, his designation of .ludge Elijah 
Hogge to conduct the trial In Mays 
vllle, waa arbitrary and Illegal. 

Third, that tha Incomplete hearing 
conducted by Judge Hogge In Maya 
Tllle on July 2tth when tho Oovern 
ment submitted Ita .case on affldavlts 
became a mistrial by reason of the 
subsequent expiration of hia term of 
office; and that tor this and for the 
foregoing reasons a new citation 
should have been Issued. 

Fourth, that because of the amdavlts 
offered by the Government obtained by 
Its secret service men without notice 
to the defendant and with no oppor- 
tunity given to defendant to cross-ex- 
amine the witnesses could only oper 
ata as information tumlahing a basts 
upon which to Issue a citation; and 
that it la an arbitrary eaerolae of pow- 
er to eonfUct with the Bill or rights 
and the -Constitution for the Prohibi- 
tion nireotor to use them as substan 
, two evidence Instead of requiring 
: either the personal presence of the 
' witnesses or at least their depositions 
•to be taken with notice that the time 
I hrnored and well settled rules of evi 
! dence may he observed with respect 
to relevancy and competency, 
ii Fifth, that the rAord as made up by 
the Government Is ab^oUitely devoid 
' of evidence sufflclent to sustain the al- 
legations of the citation and that the 
I same should be dismlased. 

Sixth, that upon submission of the 
ra<ie on motion to dismiss the citation 
In the absence of competent evidence 
! to snpporl'lt the defendants should he 
allowed a reasonable tlmn to prepare 
and file brief with aiitlioritios In sup- 
port of Us contentions. 
I However, all the fon-KoinK contcn 
i tlons and motions were ovorrnlcd by 
the Prohibition Director, Collins, who 
decided that he would himself try the 
caao heard by Judg^ Hogge;- and ac 
cordlngly judgment was entered 
agalaat dafatadast, from which defend- 
ant promptly prayed an appeal to tha 
Prohibition Commissioner at Wash 
Ington City. 

The government's charges against 
the local distillery are that they tailed 
to give notice of the pale of the con- 
cern and that alterations have been 
made on removal permits. 

The penalty Inflicted by State Pro- 
hibition Director Collins is a revoca- 
tion of their permit to sell liquors or 
remove the same from their property 
and becomes effective Immediately.

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Washiington, — "Having 'saved' 
western and central Europe with bil- 
lions of loans and the gift of hundreds 
of millions In foodstuffs and other 
supplies, while those people remained 
In comparative Idlenes sand^he high- 
est of prices prevailed hi our own 
country, we are now to repeat the pro- 
cess with Russia, if reports are not 
misleading," says the Kepubllcnn Pub- 
licity Association, llirduuli its Presi- 
dent, Hon. Jtmalliau iiourne, Jr. "Sen- 
ator li"rance has spent a few days in 
Russia as the gnest of the soviet olR; 
clals, and has become convinced that 
a loan of about $4,000,000,000 from the 
American Treasury will put the Uus- 
sians on. their feet agaiif and enable 
the Russian government to demons- 
trate a contlnned ability to function. 
From another source we are Informed 
that nnder' certain conditions America 
will send foodstulTg to Russia to tide 
the people through a winter made des. 
olate by a miserable government and 
an unusual drouglit. The condition Is 
that the Tluasian government release 
a few Americans who were foolish 
enough to enter that country and 
tempt fate. 

"Why is It that the United States 
must fly to the aid of every country 
of the Old World- that InsisU on de- 
stroying • its sulwtance by rushing 
rQcklessly Into war or experimenting 
with forms of govertimant that cen- 
turies of experience have demonstrat- 
ed always bring ruin in their wake? 
The World War and Its distressing af- 
termath was due solely to the refusal 
of the people of Kiirope to assert 
themselves and proclaim • freedom 
from self-apiioiiitod rulers who sought 
to exploit their subjects for personal 
glorification. The situation In Russia 
can be blamed only on the absurd gov- 
ernment that prevented the people 
from aoeumnlatlng a surplus to tide 
them over onnsual weather conditions 
that have prendlad there tbU sum- 
mer. 

"There may bare been some satis- 
faction in extending reconstruction 
aid to Central Europe, as the peoples 
o fthose countries were in the throes 
of breaking away trom. their tiedltloni 



al rulen and lettiiif aif;fimmmsnts 
of ^eir own. There was jKims pros- 
pect that, onge relieved ot their pres- 
ent distress, they would see to it that 
unprovoked war did not come again 
and that they would busy themselves 
with peaceful pursuits. But in Itiis- 
sla there is no suggestion of a change 
in government. Senator France ex- 
presses the conviction that the Soviets 
are merely passing through a process - 
of logical evolution; In {set, the four 
billion loan that he ^poied is to be | 
made to that very goTeruaent to en- 1 
able It to keep Its hoVl on the country. 
The Russian people have been impov- 
erished while the Bguiia goremment 
has made war upon about every nation 
withln-reach, and carried its commun- 
istic propaganda and sent Its agents 
of revoultlon Into every country In th6 
world. A loan for money and snpjdlcs 
expended In that way, and drnibtless 
much of it would be spent to continue 
thoBo programs of bloodshed at home 
and organized discontent abroad. 

"Hag anybody estimated the cost to 
the allies and to tiie Ignited States ot 
Russia's defection during the wart It 
is quite possible that the war would 
have ended without the entrance of 
thlst country had not the soviet gov- 
emmbnt compelled the withdrawal of 
Russia, and the irnited States might 
have been saved the ependlturo of 75,- 
000 lives and $30,000,000,000. Now wo 
are askeil to perpetuate that same gov- 
ernment with huge loans of cash and 
enormous gifts of foods and supplies? 
It is too much for even American al- 
truism. 

"The United States demonstrated it s 
affection for the Russian people in tin- 
dread famine of 1891 when millions 
were saved from death by food sent 
them from America. We are realy to 
repeat that contribution, but one of 
the conditions thereto should be that 
the soviet armies be disbanded, tho 
soldiers rotyrned to productive oceu- 
patlons, and a stop put to the r. iiulsi- 
tioning of food supplies to continue 
war ag^nst the Poles, the overawing 
of the Armenians, and wairltke threats 
in Siberia."

LenrOot, of Wisconsin, Insists that if 
the Qovernment Is going to permit the 
railroads to fund their indebtedness to 
the treasury they must agree to aban- 
don for all time their cUbns for pay- 
ment on account of inefficiency of la- 
bor during the period of Federal con- 
trol. Those clalmaktotal between $700,- 
000,000 and $800,000,000, They havB 
been temporarily waived, but the 
roads have reserved tho right lo press 
them In the courts at a later date.

When Paul and Barnabas returned 
to ABtlocli from their flrst Missionary 
tour (bay found there Jews from Ju- 
dea who oontanded that eonverted 
Qentilea ahonid be oiroufflolsad ac- 
cording to tha Mosaic law. These 
were converted Jews. Paul and Barn, 
abas took Issue wtth them, and the 
Aniioch church declilcd to refer the 
matter to the mioBtlcH at Jenmulcin. 
Accordingly they dl.spatclied a delcRa- 
tlon, headed by Paul and Silas. I'pon 
their arrival Paul and Silas nave a 
glowing account of their missioyary 
Journey and emphasized the fact of 
the oonveraion of 89 many Gentile. 
Then the question in dispute came up 
and waa thoroughly disoussed. Peter 
taking a prominent part beoauae he 
was the first one to preach to the Gen- 
tiles which were at the house of Cor- 
nelius. He repeated the hUtory of that 
event, and took a stand with Paul and 
SIliiR that the Gentiles .should not be 
rt-quiied to bo clrcnmclsed. They 
toriniilutert the decision to that effect, 
and James, the head of the apostolic 
college, announced it to the company, 
and sent the decree to the church at 
Antloch that bad asked for a settle- 
ment of the controversy 

The decision teaches us that Chris- 
tians may disagree on some points of 
doctrine and discipline and yet be 
Chi i tians While the council at Jeru- 
alcni uiivc a dccisilon against compell- 
ing tlio Ccntilos to be circumcised, yet 
I'aul iifierwarda circumcised Timothy, 
whdsi' f:iil\er was a Gentile, and his 
niotlier a .lewess. There is a larpe lib- 
erty given to Christians in nonessen- 
tials. The lesson also teaches that the 
church in its constituted state has au- 
thority to interpret the Scriptures, or 
to decide mattera of ooijtroversy but 
ii I aiiiK t Idnd any man's conscience.
